PROBLEMS FOR 1936 

Canada has plenty of problems to face in 
1936. Most of them are inherited from past 
years, it is true. But they are problems that 
have to be solved eventually. If solutions 
are found in the coming year so much the 
better. 

The railway problem is the most outstand- 
ing one in the Dominion. The question press- 
es itself forward in a way that cannot be set 
aside. How is this country to find a way out 
ot a dilemma which costs $1,000,000 a week, 
or thereabouts? 

It is alright to say that there should be no 
amalgamation but should there be a continu- 
ance of this terrific loss? Can a way be 
found that will support two great railway 
systems adequately? Is public ownership 
to be given a perpetual “black eye” through 
the impossibility of profitable operation of 
the Canadian Northern Railway system? 

A commonsense, practical way out must 
be found sooner or later for Canada if bank- 
ruptcy is not to ensue. The sooner this way 
is found the better for every individual in 
this country. 


The unemployment problem ranks next 
to that of the railways. What is going to be 
done with those who cannot find work? Is 
the dole the only answer? If so, our states- 
men possess limited vision and our future 
narrows in perspective. 

Surely there must be work somewhere and 
at something for all Canadians who want to 
work! Maybe they cannot obtain the wages 
and working conditions they desire or have 
been privileged to enjoy in the past. But 
work of any kind is preferable to the dis- 
couraging and ambition-sapping dole. Work 
is mankind’s greatest friend and_ blessing. 
The workless are more to be pitied than any 
other class. 


The wheat problem possibly ranks third 
in Canada. If the surplus can be moved this 
coming year and a better balance obtained, 
so much the better. An active wheat mark- 
et with a substantial demand at a reasonable 
price will do more to restore good times in 
Canada than any other thing. The west, in 
particular, depends upon wheat production 
and wheat prices, and what a blessing it will 
be for this country if this problem is solved! 


The tariff problem comes close behind. 
Western Canada from the Great Lakes to 
the Pacific Ocean is utterly surfeited with 
the ostensible greed of eastern Canada, who 
wants the best prices in the world for their 
handiwork and desires to keep from all Can- 
ada the products of the skill of other nations. 
This cannot goon. It MUST NOT go on. If 
it does the West will surely leave the east to 
start out on a journey of its own. The tariff 
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problem is one of the touchiest in the Domin- 


in but it must be tackled. and a solution must’ 


be found. 


The west needs markets throughout the 
world and markets it must have. Excuses 
have been put up with for years but the time 
for action is at hand. It now looks like a re- 
vival was due and Canada should step out 
with the ambition to restore world trade. 
The trade of the world declined by two- 
thirds in the past five years. Unless the hu- 
man race is not bent on economic suicide this 
must be at least partially restored. Canada 
depends upon world trade more than almost 
any other world nation. She should lead the 
way back to commonsense _ international 
thinking. 


Problems aplenty has the Dominion of 
Canada but all of these can be solved by in- 
telligent thinking and commonsense action. 
If there is determination to accomplish things 
this country will progress in 1936. If not, 
the passage of another year will still see the 
Dominion wallowing in the trough of the de- 
pression.
